The Sherman Mine, the most 
highly automated 
pellet plant 
in the world, provides jobs for 
over 300 employes, and has an 
annual payroll of $2 .5 -million. 
Tile entire output of the mine 
is shipped daily via rail to Do- 
fasco’s steelmaking facilities in 
Hamilton. The unit trains con­ 
sist of specially designed, cov­ 
ered ore cars that were built 
by a Dofasco subsidiary. Na­ 
tional Steel Car of Hamilton.

View Of Presidents 


Arthur Krock has much respect in Ameri­ 
can journalism. He was the New York Times* 
man in Washington for an unusually long span 
of years and distinguished himself by many re­ 
ports of news “firsts” but more particularly by 
his analysis of government and politicians. 
He has written about it in a memoir titled 
“Sixty Years on the Firing Line” which is con­ 
densed in tile current isvsue of the Saturday Eve­ 
ning Post. 
It makes a great primer for the citizen 
who wants to hone his judgment of recent Wash­ 
ington history on the carborundum of this Ken­ 
tucky ian’s opinions of the great men he knew 
intimately and wrote about with great forth­ 
rightness for more than a half century. 


It is the custom of the elderly to become 
conservative and to think that the world is go­ 
ing to hell because it is so changed from the 
familiar world of their youth, but in the case of 
Krock, while we may discount his judgments 
somewhat because of the rear view of an elderly 
man, we must add weight for his great know­ 
ledge and wisdom. 
He has not been under the pressures 
that the Presidents have been under to rule by 
compromise a nation w i t h population groups 
of great diversity in a situation of explosive 
growth and increasing affluence. He has been 
free to call the cards as he saw them and that 
he did it courageously is certified by the edgy 
relations which he developed wtth several of the 
occupants of the white House. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
A good newsman does not cut off his good 
news sources — and there are none in the world 
that top the Presidency — on whim. Only deep 
conviction of the need to be critical for the pub­ 
lic good does this. And when it happens the of­ 
fending reporter had better have solid backing 
from his newspaper or he could be out of both 
the White House and employment. 
Krock lost his key to the White House on 
occasions but never his job. John Kennedy had a 
hostile tendency toward Krock. Lyndon Johnson 
cut him off “although he continued to deal ami­ 
ably with newspaper critics whose comments 
were sharper and more personal than any of 
mine,” wrote Krock. 
*

* 
Historians are saying already, w i t h Mr. 
Johnson still in office that he will go down as a 
strong President who achieved much in social 
welfare legislation, but Krock’s view as a top 
commentator of the period will be influential and 
he says “If the usual standards of success and 
failure are applied as a test, Lyndon Johnson’s 
Presidency has fallen far short of acceptability. 
The affluence he cites is built on rising inflation 
and the ephemeral goods and services of a war 
economy. 
“The sumption of even a minimum peace­ 
time footing will not for years free the nation 
from the crushing burden of a long and wasteful 
major war and foreign occupation. The billions 
expanded in a secondary peninsula of Southeast 
Asia, when we dare not press to a military vic­ 
tory, are forever lost in the furnace of battle. 
A war whose magnitude two Presidents made in­ 
evitable will stand in history as a perfect exam­ 
ple of the disasters wreaked upon a nation by 
all-powerful chiefs of state who leaped before 
they looked.” 
Krock’s sobering summation: “I have con­ 
tracted a visceral fear. It is that the tenure of 
the United States as the first power in the world 
may be one of the briefest in history.”

New Soviet work is extrem ely 
good in a wide variety of mili­ 
tary-scientific-technical fields.

Secret Weapon 


SAIGON (AP) — The Viet 
Cong’s newest secret weapon is 
a fearsome homemade contrap­ 
tion called the trashcan rocket. 
Built in a secret workshop in 
the Mekong Delta by someone 
American ordnance men call 
the Doc, the rocket packs a 
powerful 
220-pound 
warhead 
and its mission is to Wow up al­ 
lied ships on the river channel 
to Saigon. 
It is a cumbersome, make­ 
shift weapon, but American ex­ 
perts say it is effective at short 
ranges. 
One of the rockets has been 
found intact. Others are be­ 
lieved under construction, and 
U.S. troops are looking for the 
Viet 
Cong 
“ rocket research” 
shop in the delta southeast of 
Saigon. 
The rocket that was recovered 
was fired July 29 at an Ameri­ 
can ship coming up the river 
about 16 miles below Saigon. 
Startled 
sailors 
watched 
the 
flame trail flash psst their ship 
and 
reported 
approximately 
where the rocket landed. It did 
not explode. 
Searching at low tide, Navy 
WO 
Robert 
Lutze. 
of 
Ewa 
Beach, 
Hawaii 
found 
the 
strange rocket buried in the 
mud. About 1.000 yards away 
his team found the low wooden 
rack from which it had been 
fired. 
Using 
a 
standard 
Russian 
122mm rocket charge for a pro­ 
pellant, the Viet Cong rocket 
shop had added a crude tail-ring 
fin for guidance and a warhead 
made of old metal 
sheeting 
shape to penetrate the steel 
sides of ships. The warhead was 
about 16 inches in diameter, and 
the whole rocket was almost 7 
feet long. 
The experts say the rocket's 
maximum range is probably no 
more than a thousand yards, 
and that it was designed for 
close-in firing at ships.

At Whitefish 
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Cliff Long, Escanaba district 
fish biologist for the Conserva­ 
tion Department, said Wednes­ 
day that the run of coho sal­ 
mon “jacks” into the White- 
fish River

can be expected “almost any 
day.” 
Long said several reports of 
fishermen taking "jacks” have 
been received, yet no catches 
in this area have t>een confirm­ 
ed.

though not as large as their 
counterparts who spend an ad­

fishermen. 
Travel in Schools

cent of the cohos planted be­ 
come "jacks” which would in­ 
dicate that less than 5,000 of

spring will return this fall.
